Dr. Sherman E. Lee, director of the Cleveland Museum of Art and a 
noted authority on Oriental art, currently is head of the first American 
art delegation to visit China since 1949. 

The month-long visit by 12 specialists in Oriental art and archeology 
was arranged by the Committee on Scholarly Communication with The People's 
Republic of China, a committee established in 1966 by the American Council 
of Learned Societies, the National Academy of Sciences, and the Social 
Science Research Council. 

The group left Hong Kong Saturday, November 10, and will conclude its 
visit on December 10. The Committee on Scholarly Communication is funding 
the cost of transportation from the U.S. to Hong Kong and return. While 
in China the delegation will be guests of the China Scientific and Technical 
Association. 

"The Museum of Art and all of Greater Cleveland are honored by Dr. Lee's 
appointment as leader of the delegation," said Lewis C. Williams, Museum 
president. "He is widely-respected for his scholarship in the field and 
he will be an excellent representative of the United States." 

Dr. Lee joined the Cleveland Museum of Art in 1952 as curator of oriental 
art and was named director in 1958. He served in the Navy during World War II 
and from 1946 to 1948 was affiliated with General MacArthur's headquarters in 
Tokyo as advisor on collections and then head of the Arts and Monuments Division.
